The Cincinnati papers 
yesterday 


stated that the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton company lias made ar- 
rangements with, the Wabaslx com- 
pany, whereby the latter will have 
charge of the terminal work of the 
Findlay, Fort Wayne and Western 
road in Fort Wayne. 
This means 


that the work of handling1 the 
freight, selling tickets, making up 
trains, doing light car and locomo- 
tive repair work, which, is now per- 
formed by the Pennsylvania, will be 
performed by the Wabash employes. 
The Sentinel reporter made inquiries 
at the Pennsylvania and the Wa- 
bash offices this morning concern- 
ing the matter, but no information 
upon that question liad been received 
there. 
Well informed men believe 


that the actual transfer of the prop- 
erty will not take place 
for some 


weeks, possibly not before the 1st 
of January, as an inventory will be 
taken of the rolling stock and other 
property, which has not yet com- 
menced. If the several rumors con- 
cerning railway deals are correct the 
sale of the Fiudlay to the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton is only a step 
towards 
some other 
transaction 


which in the amount of property in- 
volved will make the Findlay sale 
appear as a very insignificant trans- 
action. 
The Indianapolis 
Journal 


says this morning: "A gentleman 
who is in close 
touch with 
the 


Woodford syndicate, which owns the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
and through it the Decatur, Indiana 
and Western, remarked 
yesterday 


that much has been said of late con- 
cerning the future of the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton and its allied 
lines. 
Several interests have been 


named as figuring to secure control 
of the property, and it is understood 
that the Woodford 
syndicate will 


part with the road whenever its price 
is offered. At present it is yielding 
handsome results to the owners and 
there is no necessity for selling un- 
less at the price the , property is 
worth. As yet, he states, the com- 
pany that is likely to secure the road 
eventually has not been mentioned, 
it being the Illinois Central. Several 
times of late parties representing the 
Illinois Central have had conferences 
with the Woodford people. The Illi- 
nois Central people admit that they 
are anxious to get into Indianapolis 
and Cincinnati, as the C., H. and 
D. would give a short line between 
the cities named and the northwest 
and open new traffic, if they could 
control it, to all parts of the Illinois 
Central system, 
and would be of 


great advantage 
to that company. 


The only thing that has prevented 
the deal going through is that the 
Illinois Central does not know what 
to do with the road north from Ham- 
ilton to Toledo, as it could not be 
operated to any great advantage by 
the Illinois Central. Possibly the 
Cincinnati, 'Hamilton and.Dayton's 
getting extensions in the north may 
solve the problem and the 'Woodford 
syndicate may sell in such case the 
Indiana, Decatur and Western and 
the Indianapolis division of the Cin- 
cinnati Hamilton and Dayton to the 
Illinois Central. 'At any rate,' said 
the gentleman quoted, 'my opinion 
is, and I have good basis for it, that 
some arrangement 
will .be effected 


by which the Illinois Central can get 
into Indianapolis 
and Cincinnati 


over the route above mentioned.'"

The big gas main of the Wheeling 


Gas company sprung- a leak yesterday 
morning near Buffalo and the com- 
pany sent out a repair party. The 
gas was turned off all day and the 
men were at work in a deep ditch 
making the repairs. 
As darkness 


fell several torches were used to give 
the men light. 


The repairs were almost completed 


when through some mistake th* g'as 
was turned on at the gates and came 
rushing along through, the main with 
great pressure. Bronsell, ignorant of 
the fact that the gas had been turned 
on', was holding the torcih near an 
opening, and the explosion, resulted.

NEW TREATY DIFFERS 


FROM THE OLD. 


London, Nov. 19.—The Globe this 


afternoon discusses the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty in its usual ultra-jingo 
tone. It says: 


"Unless Lord Pauncefota and Sec- 


retary Hay have 
stricbly observed 


the principles of quid pro quo the 
treaty is far more likely to impair 
than to streng'then friendliness. If 
British rights on the Isthmus have 
been abandoned without a tangible 
equivalent it will not be long before 
Great Britain as invited to surrender 
the West Indies and even Canada as 
peace offerings to American Chauvin- 


Washington, Nov. 18.—The new 


Hay-Pauncefote treaty was signed 
today at 12:05 by Secretary Hay, for 
the United States, and Lord Paunce- 
fote, the British 
ambassador, for 


Great Britain. 


This treaty is intended3 to replace 


the first Hay-Pauneefote 
treaty. 


That convention 
mas amended so 


extensively by the United States sen- 
ate at its last session that the British 
government declined to ratify it. 
Within a few weeks negotiations be- 
gan afresh between Secretary Hay 
and Lord Pauncefote, which have 
just resulted in the signature of the 
new treaty, drawn -with special refer- 
ence to the objections found by the 
senate with the first treaty- 
JTrbm 


a diie sense of the' courtesy which 
must be observed towards the United 
States senate wherever a treaty is 
concerned, the state department is 
estopped from 'making public the 
text of the new convention and that 
will remain a secret until the senate 
itself shall break the seal of confi- 
dence. It is said at the state depart- 
ment that the various publications 
which have been made of the alleged 
text of the treaty are all erroneous 
and conjectural, though in view of 
the rather free admissions that have 
been made of the puposes of the ne- 
gotiators, it has been possible toy the 
use of the text of the first treaty 
to construct one similar in general 
terms to the new convention. 


POINTS OF DIFFERENCE. 


The principal point of difference 


between 
the new 
and the failed 


treaty is the withdrawal of Great 
Britain from the joint guarantee of 
the neutrality 
of the canal, thus 


leaving the United States sole guar- 
antor. The excision of the old pro- 
vision respecting the right to fortify 
the canal leaves that right by infer- 
ence optional with the United States. 
All commerce of whatever national- 
ity passing through the canal will 
fare alike; there will be no discrim- 
ination in rates in favor of United 
States shipping. 
, 


Otherwise the new tfaaty is in 


scope similar to last year's treaty. 
It replaces technically the 'Clayton- 
Bulwer treaity, concluded on April 
19, 1850. 
By the terms of that old 


convention the United States and 
Great Britain agreed that 
neither 


should seek any advantage in rights 
of transit across the iEtbhmus. By 
the n&w convenitaon Great 
Britain 


yields -her rig&t in favor of -the Uni- 
ted Staltes, wfoich. is thus at liberty 
to construct a canal.

•as far as this treaty is concerned 
before tire senate meets, or indeed, 
until the treaty shall have been rat- 
ified. 
If it should ba ratified the 


ond secretary of the

MAINE WOODS. 


THE 


Notwithstanding Heavy Penalties 


For Carelessness, Accidents 


are Numerous. 


Augusta, Maine, Nov. 18.—Al- 


though the last legislature passed a 
law imposing a maximum penalty of 
ten years* imprisonment or a fine not 
exceeding 81,000 for negligence or 
carelessness which should result In 
the shooting of a human being by 
hunters, the record of such fatalities 
in this state during the present sea- 
son is very heavy. A peculiar fea- 
ture of the situation is that in sev- 
eral of the accidents the shots have 
been fired by unknown persons. The 
record np to the present time shows 
that twelve persons have'been shot 
by accident and that five of the vic- 
tims have been either killed outright 
or wounded so that death resulted. 
In four Instances the shots were fired 
by unknown persons.

W. C. Tuckey, Dayton, Ohio.

FURNISH SERUM. 


St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 18.—Coroner 


Funkhouser today rendered a verdict 
finding' the St. Louis liealth depart- 
ment negligent in. the preparation of 
diphtheria anti-toxin, the adminis- 
tration of which recently caused the 
deaths by lockjaw (tetanus) of seven 
children. 


The verdict in part is as follows: 
"We find that the deceased came 


to their death from tetanus, follow- 
ing the administration of diphtheria 
anti-toxin containing tetanus toxin, 
said diphtheria anti-toxin 
having 


been prepared and issued by the 
health department of the city of St. 
Louis and bearing dates on labels of 
August 24 and September 30, 1901. 


''The presence of tetanus toxin in 


the diphtheria 
anti-toxin shows 


negligence 
upon the 
part of the 


health department in the preparation 
of said diphtheria anti-toxin and in 
the issuance thereof. 


"Robert M. Funkhouser, coroner. 
"Frank Bog-her, M. D. 
"John G. Fitzsiinmons, deputy." 
For some time the city health de- 


partment has been making anti- 
toxin for use in diphtheria 
cases. 


This was distributed among practic- 
ing physicians throughout the city 
free of charge and used in the city 
institutions quite generally.

TON THE NEW OWNER. 


NEW ROUTE TO QUEEN CITY 


THROUGH TRAIN SERVICE WILL 


SOON FOLLOW. 


Cincinnati, Nov. 18.—President M. 


D. Woodfordj of the Cincinnati, Ham- 
ilton and Dayton railroad, received a 
dispatch today from <the attorneys of 
the road in New York, advising 'him 
that the negotiations were closed, in 
that city today, whereby the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton rail- 
way purchased the Findaly, Fort 
Wayne and Western road. This road 
is 78 miles in length, running from 
Findlay, Ohio, to Fort "Wayne, lud., 
crossing the Chicago, Hamilton and 
Dayton at Ottawa. 
The purchase 


gives the city of Findlay :and also 
Fort Wayne and the intermediate 
towns direct connection with Cincin- 
nati. 


The foregoing telegram confirms 


the statement made in The Sentinel 
two weeks ago concerning the sale of 
the Findlay road, when President 
Woodford and the Findlay officials 
inspected the property.

posed, The Sentinel is informed, to 
put on a through: passenger and 
freight service between Fort Wayne 
and Cincinnati, via Ottawa at present 
and later by way or a shorter route 
over a line to be constructed from 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
to intercept the Findlay several 
miles west of Ottawa.

Joseph Smith, of 23 Killea street, 


was so badly injured in the Penn- 
sylvania yards Saturday evening at 
7:35 o'clock that he died three hours 
ater. Mr, Smith was quite a famil- 
ar figure in the depot yards, being 
employed as section hand in Foreman 
James O'Leary's crew.

chases down town. The pay car was 
standing upon the '•spu-r" track at 
the southeast corner of the freight 
house.

No. 35, whi-h was a half-hour 
late, reached the scene, A number of 
mployes awaiting1 an opportunity to 
get -in the car were standing there

train was given, but Mr. Smith fnil-

struck in the side by the end of the 
pilot benm and thrown against the 
pay car, a distance of twelve feet. 
The blow and fall rendered him un- 
conscious and in that condition he 
was conveyed in tlie city ambulance 
to St. Joseph hospital, where Dr. W. 
E. Stemen 
pronounced his injuries 


fatal. Mrs. Smith was then taken to 
the bedsid-e of her husband and the 
only time he exhibited signs of con- 
sciousness was when the grieved wife 
bent over him and pleaded for recog- 
nition. The grief of -tba poor woman 
was indeed sad and broug'ht tears to 
eyes that were accustomed to death 
scenes. Mr. Smith 
died at 10:30 


o'clock and death was due -to internal 
injuries, there being only one slight 
external wound—a bruise npoa his 
right wrist—to indicate that he had

accident.

widow, four children, the aged par 
ents and several brothers and sisters 
survive the deceased.

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DR. TALMAGE'S SERMON. I 


•CHRISTIAN HOPE A REHEDY POR ALL EARTHLY DEPRES- 


SION—CAN MAKE ALL THE HARD PLACES SMOOTH. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 17.—In 


this discourse Dr. Talmage would lift 
people out of despondency imd bring 
something of future joy into earthly 
depression. The test is Hebrews vi., 
19: Which hope? 


There is an Atlantic Ocean of depth 


and fullness in 'the verse from which 
my text is taken,'and I only wade 
into the wave at the beach and take 
two words. 
"We all have, favorite 


words expressive of delight or ab- 
horrence—words that easily find their 
way from brain to lip; words that 
have in them mornings and mid- 
nights, laughter and tears, thunder- 
bolts and dew-drops. In all the lexi- 
cons and vocabularies there are few 
words that have for -me -the attrac- 
tions of the last words of my text: 
"Which hope?" 


There have in the course of our life 


been many angels of God that have 
looked over our shoulders, or met us 
on the road, or chanted the darkness 
away, or lifted the ciuitains of the 
great future, or pulled us back from 
the precipices, or rolled down upon us 
the xepturous music of the heavens, 
•but there, is one of these anegls who 
has done so much for us, that we 
wish throughout all time and .all 
eternity to celebrate it—the Angel of. 
Hope. St Paul makes it the center of 
a group of three, saying: 
."Now 


abideth faith, hope and charity," and 
though-'he says that charity is the 
greatest of the three, he does not take 
one plume from the wing, or one ray 
of luster from the brow,-or one aurora 
from the cheek, -or -one melody from 
the voice of the angel of my text: 
"Which hope ?" 


Tthat was a great ni^ht for our 


world when in a Bethlehem cara- 
vansary the Infant Royal was born. 
There will be chanting in the skies. 
and a. star pointing to the Nativity. 
I will not bother you with the husk 
of a definition and tell you what hope 
is. When we sit down hungry at a 
table, we do not wacit an -analvticil 
discourse as to what bread is. Hand 
it on; pass it round; give us a slice of 
it. John sne-aks of hone as a. "mii'p 
hope." Petea- calls it a "livelv hope.'' 
Paul styles it a "s-ood hone," a "sure 
hope," a "rejoicing hope." 
All up 


and down the Bible it is spoken of a= 
an anchor,"as a harbor, as u helmet, 
as a door. 


LIGHTS UP DTTETGEONS. 


When -we draw k check"on a bank 


we -must have reference to the amount 
of money we have deposited, but hope 
makes a draft' on a bank in which 
for her benefit 'all heaven has been 
deposited. Eope! iKay it light up 
every dungeon, stand by every sick 
bed, lend a ^helping hand to every or- 
phanage, loosen every chain, caress 
every forlorn soul and turn the un- 
pictured room of the almshouse into 
the vestibule of heaven. How sug- 
gestive the mythology declares that 
when all other deities fied the earth 
the goddess Hope remained. 


It was hope that revived John 


Knox, when on shipboard, near thn 
coast of Scotland, -he was fearfully 
ill, and was reouested to look shore- 
ward and asked if he knew the vil- 
lage near the coast, and he answered: 
"I know at well, for I see the steeple 
of that place where God first opened 
my mouth in public to His glory, and 
I am fully persuaded how weak that 
ever I now appear I shall not depart 
this life till my tongue shall glorify 
His holy name in the same place/-' 
HJis' hope was rewarded and for 
twenty-five more years 5ie preached. 
That is the hope which sustained Mr. 
Morrell, of ITorwieh, when, departing 
this life -at 24 years of age, he de- 
clared, "I should like to understand 
ithe secrets of eternity before tomor- 
row morning." That was the kind of 
hone that the corporal had in the bat- 
tle, when, after several standard- 
bearers had fallen, he seized the flag 
and turned to a lieutenant colonel and 
said: "If I fall, tell my dear wife 
that I die with a good hope in Christ 
and that I am glad to give my life 
for my country." That was the good 
hope that Dr. Goodwin-had in his lasf- 
hour, when he said, "Ah, is this 
death? How have I dreaded -as an 
enemy this smiling friend?" 


Philip de Morney, prime minister 


of Henry IV., when asked in his last 
hours whether he was certain of 
eternal felicity, replied: 
"I am as 


confident of it from the incontestabil- 
ity of the spirit of God as ever I was 
of any, mathematical truth from all 
the demonstrations of Euclid." That 
was the hope that cheered Vara. the 
converted native of the Island of 
Aimeo, when he sa»id in his last mo- 
ment: 
"The cauoe is on the sea; 


sails tire spread; she is ready for the 
gale. I have a good pilot to guide 
me and a good haven to receive me/' 


No better medicine did a man ever 


take than hope. It is a stimulant, a 
febrifuge, 
a tonic, a catholicon. 


Thoiisands of -people, long ago de- 
parted this life, would have been liv- 
ing today but for the reason they let 
hope 'slip thelr'.grasp. I have known 
people to live on hope after one lung 
was gone and disease 'had saemed to 
lay -hold of every nerva and .muscle 
fviut nrtevy and bone. 


DIVIDED HIS PROPERTY. 


Alexander the Great, starting for 


the wars in Persia, divided his prop- 
erty among the Macedonians. 
He 


gave a village to one, a port to an- 
other, a field to another, and all his 
estate to his friends. 
Then Per- 


diccas asked: 


"What have you kept for your- 


self?" He answered, triumphantly: 
"Hope." 


And whatever else you and I give 


away, we must keep for ourselves 
hope—all-comforting, 
all-cheering 


hope. In the heart of e,very man, 
womnn 'and child that hears or reads 
this sermon, may God implant this 
principle right now. 


Many have full .assurance that all 


is right with the soul—they are sure 
of heaven, as if they had passed the 
pearly panels of the gate, as though 
they were already seated in the tem- 
ple of God unrolling the libretto of 
the heavenly chorister. I congratu- 
late all such; I wish I had it, too— 
full assurance—but with me it is 
hope. "What hope?" Sinful, it ex- 
pects forgiveness. 
Troubled, it ex- 


pects relief.

Clear down, it expects wings 
to lift. Shipwrecked, it expects life- 
baat. 
Bankrupt, it expects eternal 


riches. 
A prodigal, it expects the 


wide-open, door of the lather's farm- 
house. It dees not wear itself out 
by looking backward; it always looks 
forward. What is -ths use of giving 
S3 much time to the rehearsal of the 
•past? 
Your mistakes 'are not cor- 


rected by a review. Your losses can- 
nat, by brooding -over tham, "be turn- 
ed into gains. It is the future that 
Iras the mo3£ for us, and hope cheers 
us on.

Axe your for- 
tunes spent? Remember, you <are to 
be kings and queens unto God; and 
how much more wealth you will have 
when, you reign forever and ever! 
I want to see you when- you get your 
heavenly workdress on. This little 
bit of 'a speck of a world we call the 
earth is only -the place where we get 
ready to work. We 'are only journ- 
eymen here, but will be master work- 
men 'there. 
Heaven will have no 


loafers hanging around. 
The Book 


says of the inhabitants: "They rest 
not day nor night," Why rest when 
they work without fatigue? 
Why 


seek a pillow when there is no night 
there? I want to see you after the 
pedestrianism of earth has been ex- 
changed for power of flight, and vel- 
ocities in-finite, and enterprises inter- 
stellar, inter-world. 


NOT BY LAZINESS.

3053, which drew -the train, had its 
headlight blown off and the wind'ows 
of the cab were shattered. 
The 


trucks under an express car and a 
day coach were badly wrecked. 


Four Pullman cars, a day coach, a 


combination car and an express car 
composed the train. The spot where 
the wreck occurred is surrounded by 
high hills on one side and the 
Codorus creek on the other and is one 
of the loneliest places between Har- 
risburg and Baltimore. 
It is he- 


lieved that the object of the perpe- 
trators -was robbery. The police ad- 
vance the theory that the robbers 
htid set the dynamite for tha Buffalo 
express, which is sadd to carry con 
siderable money, but for some unac- 
countable reason that train passed 
over the charge without exploding it.

At a recent meeting of Lutheran 


ministers held in St. Paul's church, 
on Barr street, the project of estab- 
lishing -a 'hospital to 'be exclusively 
under German control came up foi 
consideration and the pastors in at-

New York. Nov. 17.-^Who are the 


oldest man and woman alive? 


If you can locate them you will do 


science a great service. 


The committee on vital statistics 


of the Hundred 
Year 
Club, aftei 


months of prying into this problem, 
is ready to announce the result of its 
discoveries. 


The oldest man alive today, ac- 


cording to this research, is Izai Rod- 
ofsity, of Moscow, Russia, aged 136. 
His case is reported to the club by 
Dr. Joseph \ Jernossky, of Moscow. 
Rodofsty retains good eyesight, but 
poor hearing. He was never known 
'to suffer an illness, has used liquor, 
but not tobacco. 
He ^omes of a 


long-lived family, his father dying 
at 120. 


The most aged woman of today, 


as far as the committee can discover, 
is Mrs. Nancy Hollifield, an inmate 
of the Battle Creek (Mich.) sinita.- 
ium. who has seen 117 years. Her 
case is reported by Dr. Wood, a phy- 
sician of that institution.

An Englishman; 101 
"lived chiefly on vegetable diet and 
drank frequently of the famous rock 
water at Llandricd." "He ate noth- 
ing but bread made of Turkey wheat

0 tails. 
As a matter of fact, there 


an indigenous breed of cats with-

Bhown to them and the guard was not 
.as strictly kept as it otherwise would 
have "been. 
The night 'before the 


massacre the village presideato c.ime 
to Captain Connell and before the 
padre declared that,it would take 100 
more •bombres (native laborers) to do 
certain pioneer work. 
He did not 


have the men and begged the in- 
dulgence of the army captain.

Honest and true in the legitimate 


discharge of his duty, Captain Cort- 
nell said: "Do the best you can. 
Get any native who will "work, but 
clear away the underbrush." 


BUTCHERY BEGINS. 


Just after daybreak the natives 


with bolos to cut underbrush began 
coming into camp. Then the massa 
ere began. The last underbrush man 
killed the sentry- The church bell 
rang and the soldiers went to break- 
fast below the floor that 'held their 
arms. The insurgents divided. Half 
went upstairs and shot down and tiie 
other half went in. the messroom and 
murdered the unarmed soldiers by 
force of numbers. Not one of the sur- 
vivors turned his back upon the 
scene of carnage until all was lost, 
their officers fallen, their comrades 
slaughtered, and a terrible vengeance 
executed upon the enemy. Then they 
saved themselves and their -wounded 
mates. 


Captain Connell apparently was 


awakened in his quarters toy the at- 
tackers pouring in. He was alone, so 
he jumped from the window down in 
among his guards, but they had al! 
been slaughtered- 
He was struck 


down by many bolos almost as soon 
as he struck the ground. Not satis- 
fied with killing him, the assassins 
hacked his body and severed the 
head, upan which they piled paper 
and sticks of wood, setting them on 
fire to render the face unrecognizable. 
The body, however, was identified by 
Lieutenant Drouillard's detachment, 
which came down from Basey. 


BADLY MUTILATED. 


The bodies of Lieutenant Bumpus 


and the doctor were found upon a 
bridge leading up to the quarters, 
over a little stream. The lieutenant 
had a bolo cut horizontally across the 
forehead, almost severing the top of 
the head, and a deep gash down each 
side of the face, so that when his 
body was picked up the face was 
practically severed from the rest of 
the head. The doctor's body was not 
so badly mutilated. 


Separated 
from 
their weapons, 


most of the rank and file fought like 
heroes with table knives, stones, 
clubs and such rude weapons as 
chance threw in their way. It was a 
bitter fale that befell those who 
closed with the Americans before 
they had received their death wounds. 
Some of the native dead were buried

FOUGHT DESPERATELY. 


A rifle in the hands of the first ser- 


geant of the company rendered a ter- 
rible account. The sergeant, who is 
now in the Tocablan hospital, killed 
the faithless presidents who led the 
attack. With six men he fought his 
way to the headquarters building to 
see if they could rescue or pick up a 
stricken comrade. Despita the ma;i 
rushes of the savages that surrounu- 
ed them, they were able to secure the 
post colors. Then they cut their way 
back to the beach, where another lit- 
tle knot of comrades were defending 
the barotos and their wounded com- 
panions.

WERE FOUND MILES APART 


EACH VICTIM STRANGLED BY 


MURDERER. 


NO CLUE TO THE MYSTERY 


ONE PERSON THOUGHT TO BE 


GUILTY OF BOTH CRIMES. 


Evnnsville, Ind., Nov. 13.—The po- 


lice are hard at work in an endeavor 
to g-ain some information as to the 
deaths of tho two women whose 
bodies, miles apart, wera found near 
here yesterday, one in the morning 
and the other last evening'. 
Both 


had been strangled and each body 
was found lying- in a ditch by the 
roadside. These facts lead the police 
to believe that both murders were 
committed by the same person. The 
body of Mi's. Georgia Railey, a widow, 
was found near the public highway a 
mil from the city. There were Sn- 
ger marks on her throat and her neck 
was "broken. 
Presumably she ihad 


been choked to death while in a 
buggy and in falling out her neck 
had been, broken. In another direc- 
tion, a mile from the city, tho -body 
of Miss Lenarenter was found. Deep 
finger marks were also visible on her 
throat. What possible motive exist- 
ed for cither crime is not explain- 
able, as neither woman was known to 
iiave an enemy and nothing is known 
to link the two of them in any affair 
likely to furnish an excuse for one 
man to attack both. The similarities 
of thesa two murders to two others 
in this city during- the last three 
years forms another strange incident 
of the case. 


Iu 1898 Mrs. Mary Stork went 


buggy riding with a stranger. 
The 


next morning her dead body was 
found in a ditch. The man who took 
her life was never discovered. 


In April, the following year, Miss 


Nora Kifer, of Elberfield, Ind., while 
visiting her parents, 
disappeared. 


Her body was found weighted down 
in a creek the following month. 
Joseph D. Keith, a wealthy farmer, is 
under sentence to be hanged next Fri- 
day for the crime. 


FOUND AT NIGHT. 


Evansville, Ind., Nov. 13.—After 


the excitement caused by yesterday 
morning's discovery that a murder 
had been committed near town dur- 
ing Monday night, Evansville was 
hardly prepared for the discovery of 
another and similar crime last nig-:.!-. 
As in the first case, the victim was a 
woman, and each body was found ir. 
a ditch beside a road. Late last even- 
ing- some children passing along a 
public highway a mile from town 
discovered a woman's tody in a ditch. 
Tho coroner was summoned and had 
the victim removed. The woman was 
identified as Miss Lena Renner. of 
Jasper, Ind. 
She was with John 


Kifer, a railroad man, Monday night. 
The latter was arrested last night 
and locked up, but on being closely 
questioned he told such a straight- 
forward story that ho was later re- 
Leased. Kifer had the girl's pocket- 
book in his .possession and returned 
it where the girl was staying, and 
this led to his arrest. He claimed 
ihe had given it to him to carry and 
he had forgotten to return it. 


A post mortem examination was 


held and the result w^s that evidence 
was developed to show that the wo- 
man had been strangled to death. 
This bore out the theory of murder 
idvanced earlier in the evening, 
when an examination was made of 
the spot where the body was found. 
It showed that a desperate| struggle 
lad taken place after rain had be- 
jun to fall. 


The entire police force is at work 


)n the case, but no clews have de- 
r eloped.

Col. Johnson was 
born in Pensylvania and at an early 
age crime to Elkhart ^county.

Chaplain Sanders' had been in the 


cell with Keith, sinca 8 .o'clock lost 
evening tiud the doomed man unbur- 
dened himself of-the )oad of guilt on 
his mind by confessing' his crime. 
He spent his last hours. on earth 'by 
praying and singing psalms. 


During the day Keith had mani- 


fested much restlessness and 
the 


prison officials believed he was soon 
to make known the details of the hor- 
rible murder of Nora Kifcr. 
The 


prisoner was apparently buoyed up 
•with, the hope that Governor Durbln 
would commute his sentence to life 
imprisonment. 


Fifteen minutes before midnight 


officers and guards began active prep- 
arations for the execution. Warden 
Re-id gave the order and the men who 
•were to escort the condemned man to 
the gallows stood ready to carry out 
the penalty imposed by the law. The 
night captain, with set and immov- 
able countenance, silently passed 
-through the heavily ironed cage in 
the direction of ike murderer's cell. 
Hurriedly the officers received their 
•whispered instructions and silently 
followed. In his cell Keith was be- 
ing attired in the sombre suit of 
blnck ho was to wear in his grave.

icious. They were a degenerate and 
raceless generation. The prophets 
f the Lord used very, very strong 
anguage in description; of the na- 
tion's debasement.
